welded 
around 
the neck. 
After a short time the skin become* 
callous, and then this strange orna­ 
ment produces no absion. 
The weight is a perpetual tax ujion 
the energies. In every crowd ol women 
may be seen a number who are sup­ 
porting tbe ring with their hands, and 
thus for a time are relieving their weary 
shoulders of the burden. 
A ring is never put around a wom­ 
an’s neck until she is believed to have 
at tained her full phy sical development. 
Once on, it is no easy matter to get it 
off. The natives have no tiles, and,

Reverence for roy alty was one of 
the most marked characteristics of 
the ancient religionof the Hawaiian» , 
It was formely a crime punishable 
with death to pass through the king’s 
shadow or 9it higher than his head. 
His person was sacred aud protected 
by a strict sy stem of taboo. 
In the 
roy al palace the taboo stick, with 
which the king announce« ] his excom ­ 
munications, is exhibited. It is a wand 
with a carved stone cap. If this stick 
waa lowered on the approach of a 
courtier, he was compelled to with­ 
draw immediately ,and was recognized 
as being in disgrace. The king's will 
ni* I was absolute, but the majority of the 
Hawaiian monarch.* seem to have 
b%en of a kindly disposition and to 
have made no improp« ;r use of their 
extreme power. 
It was due to one of 
them that 
the taboo sy stem was 
abolished. 
The 
sy stem bore with 
grievous 
weight upon the women. 
They were forbidden the use of some 
of the most common articles of diet 
such as bananas and certain kinds 
of fixh, on pain of death. It was taboo 
for a woman to enter the eating- 
house of the men or one 
of 
the 
“ helaus” or temples. 
Before the ar- 
J riva s of the first missionaries the 
reigning king, out of consideration for 
j some of his women, declare« ! the taboo 
j abolished. The work of converting 
I the natives to Christianity was greatly 
j assisted by thi* volunt ary renuncia­ 
tion of the old heathen sy stem , say s 
I the Overland J ournal. Tbe power of 
the priests was broken by it, though 
their influence was still strong with 
the natives. The source of the awe 
in which they were hel« l,tseasily under­ 
stood, when one considers that they 
were formerly invested with the right 
of choosing the victims for the human 
sacrifices, fitter they depenped largely 
tt|>on the “ anana.” or power of pray ­ 
ing people to death, to retain their in­ 
fluence. 
S o amount of argument can 
disabuse the native mind of a belief in 
this particular kind of enchantment. 
It is not the priests alone who prac­ 
tice it. 
It »9 belie vet] that any one 
can compass the destruction of an 
enemy by a sufficient exercise of will 
power. 
In fact, so strong is the popu­ 
lar conviction on the subject, or so 
weak the vitality of the rare, that it 
is sometimes 
sufficient 
merely to 
convince a man that some one has 
determined to pray him to death. 
An instan« e is related by one of the 
early * missionaries of a man 
who 
became thus convinced, and set the 
day and hour ol his own « leath.

ty pounds, and this burden must be 
carried by the poor creatures as long 
as they live. 
Frequently one sees a poor woman 
whose neck is galled by the heavy 
weight, and in places the skin is rub­ 
bed off by the ring. This is a sure 
sign 
that the 
ring 
has been re­ 
cently 
welded 
around 
the neck. 
After a short time the skin becomes 
callous, and then this strange orna­ 
ment produces no absion. 
The weight is a perpetual tax upon 
the energies. In every crowd of women 
may be seen a number who are sup­ 
porting the ring with their hands, and 
thus for a time are relieving their weary 
shoulders of the burden. 
A ring is never put around a wom­ 
an’s neck until she is believed to have 
attained her full physical development. 
Once on, it is no easy matter to get it 
off. The natives have no tiles, and, 
though they can hammer a lot of 
brass rods into one, it is very difficult 
for them to cut 
the thick mass of 
metal. 
Women who increase largely 
in 
flesh after the rings have been 
fastened to their necks are in danger 
of strangling to death, and instances 
of this sort have occurred. 
The women, 
however, regard the 
cumbrous ornament with pride. They 
imagine that it 
enhances their 
in- 
portance and beauty, a d wear their 
burdens with light hearts. 
Brass is 
the money of the country, and in put­ 
ting it around their wives’ necks the 
men are certain that it will not be 
stolen or foolishly expended.—Boston 
Commercial.

We eat an hour or more a few 
evenings ago on the east bank of the 
Beaverkin at Rockland and watched 
the trout of that celebrated river 
passing over the darn, which is nearly 
three feet high, with about a four-inch 
volume of water pouring over it. 
The trout ranged in sizes from ten 
to eighteen inches, and during t he 
time we sat there at least twenty 
managed to get over. 
In many in­ 
stances a first attem pt failed owing, 
however, more to an apparent want 
of judgment, or perhaps experience, 
than from lack of physical abliity in 
the fish to accomplish the feat, the 
smaller fish, as a rule, failed to get 


OA’er in the first effort. 
But a few of 
the larger fish made a clean jump in­ 
to the sm ooth water above the apron 
of the dam. 
Most of them passed 
perpendicularly up the falling waters, 
and with apparent ease. 
Th**se fish were 
enabled to swim 
straight up this downpour of 
the 
waters by the great muscular power 
they possessed; there was no trick, 
no shght-of-hand about 
it—it was 
mere strength of body, which is evi­ 
dently centered in the peduncle or tail 
and the fin tail. They actually scull­ 
ed their bodies up this comparatively 
dense mass of water. 
The query naturally ari es: If a 10- 
inch trout can swim up such a fail 
what is the capacity afasalm on forty 
inches under 
similar 
conditions? 
AVliat we saw the trout do ha? never 
before, so far as we know, been placed 
upon record, and it establishes a fact 
from which greater swimming power 
should be assigned to the salmonidae 
than has been given them by previous 
observers.—American Angler.

Reverence for royalty was one of 
the m ost marked characteristics of 
the ancient religion of the Hawaiians, 
It was formely a crime punishable 
with death to pass through the king’a 
shadow or sit higher than his head. 
His person was sacred and protected 
by a strict system of taboo. 
In the 
royal palace the taboo stick, with 
which the king announced his excom ­ 
munications, is exhibited. It is a wand 
with a carved stone cap. If this stick 
was lowered on the approach of a 
courtier, he was compelled to with­ 
draw immediately,and was recognized 
as being in disgrace. The king’s will 
was absolute, but the majority of the 
Hawaiian monarchs seem to have 
b«,en of a kindly disposition and to 
have made no improper use of their 
extreme power. 
It was due to one of 
them that 
the taboo system was 
abolished. 
The 
system bore with 
grievous weight upon the women. 
They were forbidden the use of some 
of the most common articles of diet 
such as bananas and certain kinds 
of fish, on pa’in of death. It was taboo 
for a woman to enter the eating- 
house of the men or one 
of 
the 
“helaus” or temples. 
Before the ar­ 
ri va s of the first missionaries the 
reigning king, out of consideration for 
some of his women, declared the taboo 
abolished. The work of converting 
the natives to Christianity was greatly 
assisted by this voluntary renuncia­ 
tion of the old heathen system, says 
the Overland Journal. The power of 
the priests was broken by it, though 
their influence was still strong with 
the natives. The source of the awe 
in which they were helots easily under­ 
stood, when one considers that they 
were formerly invested with theright 
of choosing the victims for the human 
sacrifices. Later they depenped largely 
upon the “anana,” or power of pray­ 
ing people to death, to retain their in­ 
fluence. No amount of argument can 
disabuse the native mind of a belief in 
this particular kind of enchantment. 
It is not the priests alone who prac­ 
tice it. 
It is believed that any one 
can compass the destruction of an 
enemy by a sufficient exercise of will 
power. 
In fact, so strong is the popu­ 
lar conviction on the subject, or so 
weak the vitality of the race, that i t 
is sometimes 
sufficient 
merely to 
convince a man that some one has 
determined to pray him to death. 
An instance is related by one of the 
early * missionaries of a man 
who 
became thus convinced, and set the 
day and hour ol his own death. 
Mr. 
Armstrong was resolved that the man 
shou;d 
not 
die. 
He 
accordingly 
procured a sufficient amount of chloro­ 
form and kept him unconscious until 
the fatal hour was past. 
His aston­ 
ishment on being roused was bound­ 
less, but the bold i u-e sa ved ids life.

“ I had an adventure in lo n d o n last 
Spring, o ta very unpleasant nature,” 
said Rev. Theo. Swain, a Memphis 
minister, the other day.

dering about the city sight-seeing one 
day and finally found myself near the 
notorious W hitechapel 
district. 
I 
was approached by a begger, who ap­ 
peared to be a complete physical 
w r^k. 
I questioned him, and his 
story was so pitiful th a t I concluded 
to investigate it. He said th at he 
lodged in the next block, and thither 
we went. He led me into a gloomy 
old building and up three pairs of 
rickety stairs to a little stuffy room 
lighted only by a dirty sky-light. 
Once in there he locked the door, laid 
aside his crutches, pulled off his gray 
wig, and stood up, a powerful six- 
footer in the prime of life. 
‘Well,’ 
said I, ‘I see th a t you are a fraud; 
what do you want with me?” He re­ 
plied th a t he wanted my purse, watch 
and chain, and to enforce his claim 
produced an ugly looking knife, ‘It 
will do you no good to cry o ut,’ he 
said, ‘for you cannot be heard in the 
street, and no one in this building will 
come to your aid.’ 
“ I had sized him up pretty close 
and concluded th a t he was bluffing, 
th a t he would not dare kill me in the 
very heart of london, so I assumed 
a very careless air and told him if he 
robbed me he would have to kill me 
first, aud th at he might just as well 
get a t it.

Evidently it was an old war dance 
degenerated; the sugar cane took the 
place of the assegai, many black legs 
were clothed in trousers; and many 
black shoulders now wear coats; but 
there still survives, as relies of the 
past, the ostrich featlier in the hat, 
the fly-whisk of horse, jackal or other 
tail, the iron skin scraper round the 
neck, which 
represents the pocket 
handkerchief among the Kafirs and is 
used to remove perspiration, and the J 
flute with one or two holes, out of 
which each man sterns to produce a 
different sound, while 
round 
the 
group of dancing men, old women still 
circulate as of yore, clapping their 
withered hands and encouraging fes­ 
tivity.

house; and one old man who received 
a blanket for his reward for attend- j 
ing divine service, is reported to have :

“No more blanket, no more haJlelu- • 
jah.” I fear me the men of M ashoupa ; 
are wedded to heat hendom.

T he p ractice of denistry is of great 
antiquity, for, as early as 500 B. C., 
gold was used for stopping teeth and 
gold wire was employed to hold arti 
ficial teeth in position, and it does 
not seem then to have been a new 
art. Herodotus 
declares th a t the 
Egyptians had a knowledge of the dis­ 
ease of the teeth and their treatm ent. 
In the writings of M artial, first cen­ 
ti! ry, a man is mentioned as either 
stopping or extracting teeth. The 
date of the introduction of artificial 
teeth into England or Europe is un­ 
certain. They came to America from 
England, but just when it is difficult 
to determine. 
“The 
M athematical 
Jewel,” published 1585, contains an 
account of Sir John Blagrave, “who 
caused all his teeth to be drawn out, 
and after had a sett of ivory teeth in 
agayne.”

PROGRESS OF IMPROVEMENTS. 3 


No w' Being Made in this Vicinity, and 
Others Co ntemplated. 
Great pro gress o n the impro ve­ 
ments no w in co urse o f co nstructio n 
in this city is being made, and o thers 
o f great magnitudo are co ntemplated 
and will bo realized early in the 
spring, and all because o f the enter­ 
prise of o ur citizens in accepting the 
proposition of 
the No rthern Mill co m­ 
pany 
last spring. As we havo re­ 
peatedly said, o ne industry brings an­ 
o ther, and already sufficient impro ve 
ments have been made 
and 
are 
planned fo r co nstructio n in the early 
spring, to pay the increased taxatio n. 
Wo rk o n the new mill and railro ad 
is pro gressing nicely. 
Tho 
mill 
structure is co mpleto and the machin 
ery is no w being put in jio sitio n. The 
new brick round house is 
fast ap 
proaching co mpletio n, and tho new 
bridge acro ss tho river will be entire­ 
ly co mpleted this week, altho ugh the 
co nstructio n train fo r track laying has 
cro ssed fo r several days. 
The wo rk 
o f laying the track is pro gressing 
finely, abo ut five miles being finished 
last night. The track has been laid 
at the rate o f abo ut half a mile a day 
thus far, but greater progress will be 
made fro m no w o n as the ties are mo re 
co nvenient to get. 
The work o f bal­ 
lasting with gravel ia fo llo wing close­ 
ly o n the the heels o f the track lay­ 
ers. 
The ro ad is graded fo r o ver 
40 miles. 
The large bridge o ver the 
thoroughfare at Gull lake is in co urse 
o f co nstructio n by Messrs. McLain & 
Sons, who will have it co mpleted by 
ho time the track layers reach there. 
A prominent official said yesterday 
that logging trains would be run o ver 
he road within GO days. 
Actual work on the new street rail­ 
way has been commenced, all tho poles 
for the road and nearly all tho tie* 
ha\ iug arrived, and are now being un- 
oaded and distributed along the hue 
of the road. 
Tho work of setting the 
poles will begin immediately, and it 
is exjweted that the work of laying 
the track will begin the 16th, when 
the rails and other material will be de- 
ivered here. 
The largo three-story brick business 
dock which we stated Mr. Parker 
would construct in the near future, 
i been definitely located, Mr. Par­ 
ker having on Wednesday purchased 
four lots at the corner of Front and 
Eighth streets from H. Spalding and 
Leon E. Luin for that purpose, the 
consideration being $5,000 cash. The 
building will be built early in the 
spring.
